Solid, liquid, gas, 
plasma and liquid crystal 
Solid is the state of matter which has a definite shape and definite volume. 


Liquid is the state of matter which has a definite volume but indefinite 
shape. 


Gas is the state of matter which has no definite shape and definite yolume. 
Liquid crystal 


An Austrian botanist F-Reivitzer in 1888 discovered unusual 
behaviors of an organic compound (cholesteryl benzoate). When heated, the 
substance melts at 145C° to form a milky liquid which becomes clear at 
179°. this work represents the first report on liquid crystal behavior. As the 
liquid crystal melts, mary of them pass through a temperature rang in which. 
they possess properties intermediate between solid and liquid phases. The 
intermediate phase is called liquid crystal phase. ‘The substance that behaves 
like both a liquid and a solid in this phase. Liquid crystals have some 
ordering of molecules like solid liquid crystalline substances have 
characteristics molecular structures and shapes. The molecules tends to 
possess long rod like shape and somewhat rigid. The characteristic rod-like 
shape allows intermolecular interactions and maintains a parallel ordered 
form a liquid phase. 

Liquid crystals are now widely used in electrically controlled liquid 
crystal display (LCD) devices, in watches, calculator and computer screen. 


Plasma 
Gaseous mixture which is consisted of ions, electrons and neutral 
atoms is called plasma.

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machinery to produce more virus particles and them bursting open the cell to 
release the new viruses and infecting other helper T cell until the entire 
Population is destroyed. In a Normal individual helper T cells make up 60% 
to 80% of circulatory T cells, An AIDS patient, helper T cells often become 
too rare to detect. 


Partially effective treatments, but no cures for aids 

For the AIDS infected persons there are two categories of therapy, 
infection that are not actually cause by the HIV virus e.g,; Kaposi sarcoma, a 
deadly form of cancer affecting the skin or pneumouystis carinii , 
pheumonia, can be treated as they would in any patient. This was the more 
effective treatments in past few years, to live longer. Second the progress of 
AIDS can be slowed but not stopped by drugs such as ziduvidine(AZT), 
dideoxyinosine (ddl) squinavir, retonayir, inddinavir, nelfinavire, etc, 





These drugs are “nucleotide mimes” that fool the viral reverse 
transcriptase, When incorporated into a growing DNA chain, they stop 
further DNA synthesis, Ideally, the viral RNA is thus never copied 
completely over into DNA and therefore new virus cannot be synthesized. 
Unfortunately these drugs are not complete successful in stopping reverse

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Aids does not directly kill its victims, but as the helper T cells population 
decreased from normal(800-1200) to less than 200. The aids patiénts 
becomes increasingly susceptible to other disease 


Discovery 

In 1981, a man entered the UCLA medical center in USA with a 
fungal infection in his throat a few weeks later, he developed a rare form of 
pneumonia (pneumocystis carinii) one almost never seen except in patients 
with cancer and people whose immune system is being suppressed to 
prevent rejection of organ transplant after a series of infections, he soon 
died, At the same time doctors across the country began encountering 
similar cases. Patients suffered debilitating effects from rare disease or from 
common disease that are not usually serious in normal adults. Although the 
particular disease varied all the patients had one feature in common. 

‘Their immune systems failed to ward off invading microbes because 
ofa lack of helper T cells, later in 1984 the agent causing the disease was 
identified by research team, from Pasteur institute in France national 
institute of health in USA in 1986. The virus was named as HIV

Hive seems to be transmitted only by direct exchange of body fluids, 
including blood and semen, vaginal secretions, and breast milk, If these 
infected fluids are introduced into a person body, the potential for 
transmission occur. 
HIV can not survive very long outside the body. Sexual contact with an HIV 
infected partner is the most common method of transmission sharing 
contaminated equipment to inject drugs, syringes, needles, and equipment of 
operation theater or dental surgery equipments. HIV can be transmitted form 
HIV infected mother to infants during pregnancies, at the time of delivery or 
after birth through breast-feeding. 


AIDS infects and destroy immume system. 

HIV have surface antigen of glycol proteins GP120, this glycoprotein 
GP120 is responsible for recognition and attachment with helper T cells. 
Helper T cells receptor sites are CD-4 helper T cells are the key to the entire 
immune response, because they initiate the proliferating of both T cells and 
B cells, without helper T cells, the immune system’ is unable to mount a 
response to foreign antigen, HIV attack on T lymphocytes and mainly helper 
T cells, HIV Kill helper T cells by entering them, using the cells own 
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cells (white blood cells) of the immune system. Hepatitis B virus (HBV) 
attacks liver cells but it can transmit by body fluids. Viruses also cause 
hundred of plant diseases. 


Viruses recognized the host cel 


Viruses are specialized and they can enter their specific host cells, 
Because the outer protein coat of virus recognized a particular host cell 
surface for example. HIV can enter a cell when it binds to a Specific (CD4) 
receptor site on the cell’s surface. And HIV has many glycoprotein receptor 
sites(GP120) on the envelope which are responsible for recognition of CD4 


Virus and host cell. 
Once a virus attached by a host cell, the protein eat is specialized to 
allow viruses to penetrate the cell. After a virus enter a host cell by 
endocytosis. Its genetic material takes command. The hijacked host cell is 
feared to read the viral genes and to use thé instructions encoded then to 
Produce the component of new viruses. The pieces are rapidly assembled 
and a group of new viruses burns forth to invade the neighboring cell. This 
‘ype of life cycle in called lytic cycle(master slave relationship). Some times 
the viral DNA replicate when ever the host cells chromosome doubles, So, | 
all the progeny cells inherit one copy of the viral DNA. This life cycle is | 








called lysogenic cycle, 


How did viruses originate ; 


The origin of viruses is obscure, It is unlikely that these infectious 
Particles are the forerunners of life because they can not reproduce by them 
Selves, It is believed that viruses originated form simple parasitic cells that 
evolved such complete dependence on their hosts that they lost the ability to 
Perform the basic processes of life or perhaps viruses originated as loose ' 
fragments of genetic material that took up an independent existence. What 
ever their origin maybe the success of these parasitic particles posses a 
continuing challenge to living things. 
Let’s take a look cn some fatal disease, which are viral caused, 


HIV/AIDS 

A world’s most devastating immune deficiency disease is acquired 
immunodeficiency syndrome AIDS caused by two viruses name human 
immune deficiency viruses I and I(HIV-1 and HIV-2)infecting and 
destroying helper T cells,

Virus 
Definition 
‘The word virus is derived form a Latin word “venome” which means, 

“poison”. Viruses have no membranes of their own, no ribosome on which 

to make proteins no cytoplasm and no source of energy. They cannot move 

or grow, and they can reproduce only inside a host cell all viruses cause 
< diseases in animal and plant, Due to said character, Viruses are on boundary 

line between living and non-living. 


Discovery, 

In 1892, a Russian biologist Iwanowsky performed an experiment on 
tobacco plant. He was interested in the disease of tobacco plant, in which the 
leaves become spotted, wrinkled. He extracted the juice of leaves of tobacco, 
which suffered from said disease. In order to remove bacteria (because he 
thought that the disease may be caused by bacteria), the juice was passed 
through a very fine filter mad of porcelain. Later, he rubbed the filtered juice 
on the leaves of healthy plants. He expected that no disease will develop, but 
he saw the same symptoms of disease on tobacco plants soon. In 1935 WM 
Stanley isolated TMV (tobacco mosaic virus) from host cells. 


Shape and Size 
* Viruses consist of two major parts, 
1. A molecule hereditary material, DNA or RNA 
2, A coat of protein surrounding the molecule. The protein coat may itself be 
surrounded by an envelope formed from the membrane of the host cell. 
A virus size is 0.05 to C.2 micrometer pm is 1/1000 the of a millimeter, in 
diameter. Viruses may be rod shaped, spherical, and golf balls like etc. 


Virus in Action 

Viruses are specialized in attacking particular cell types for example, 
the common cold virus attack only in respiratory tract cell. Measles virus 
infects the skin cells and the rabies virus attack nerve cells. HIV attack T4 
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result, Allah, the merciful, Allah sent down Prophet 
Muhammad (peace be upon him) to usher those who had 
deviated from the right Islamic path and eliminated the 
uncertainties about Almighty Allah. In general, Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace be upon him) practiced what he preached.

Such forts or remains of forts are scattered in Kech Valley these 
forts or remains of forts can be seen in Turbat, Shahi Tump, 
Meri, Kalatuk, Nasirabad,Kohad and Tump, but Tump fort is 
regarded as the oldest one of all.

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Historical Relics of Kech Valley

Mounds or Damb in Balochi, very similar to those found 

on other area of Balochistan, are scattered through the Kech 

Valley, but peculiarity of Kech Valley Mound or Dambs are 

little bit different, as these are semi stone built structures, which 

occur in groups on the hill sides. Such hills are locally called 

Damb-e-Koh. Major Mockler describes these to be remains of 

e temples or water works. The houses were built with baked 

bricks or stone and large earthen pot was unearthed in one 

corner, while fragments of pottery, pieces of lime, and flint 
knives were common every where. 


An old Mound 2 miles west of Turbat, to which the name 
of Bahmani has been given by the local people from Bahman, 
the son of Asfandiar, the hero of Shahnama is apparently of the 
same design as that of Sutkagen Dor is covered with pottery, 
but shallow excavation made in 1903 failed to disclose anything 
of interest, Name from the Shahnama, are again to be met with 
in the ancient Karezes in Kech called Kausi and Khusrawi after 
Kings Kai Khusrau. The King Kai Khusrau was especially 
interested in the light of evidence provided by Shahnama which 
mentioned Kai Kbysray as bringing great improvements in the 
agriculture condition of the area. 


‘The Khusrawi Karez is also known as Uzzai by the local 
people both the Karez stopped their fluency snd running until 
recently. But now they are dead and people have built their 
houses there. Their length is still unknown but while cleaning 
the bed of Khusrawi Karez in past, the local Zamindar and 
cultivators state that they have followed the channel up to the 
bed of Do Kurm torrent . under which it passes and discovered 
that it was roofed with slabes of flat stones, supported on 
pillars, which rested on their turn on an arch over the running

Albert Einstein, one of the greatest scientists, who has ever lived, was 
born in Ulm on March 14,1879. In his childhood none could think highly of 
him. He didn’t talk until the age of three; however, things were changed as 
he grew up. In 1900, he became a Swiss citizen and joined a high school in 
Switzerland. He was interested in Mathematics and Physics. He often cut 
classes and used the time to study Physics on his own. He passed his 
examinations and graduated by studying the notes of classmate. In 1905 he 
did his Ph.D and published Paper on special relativity on photoelectric effect 
and on the Brownian motion. In 1913, he was appointed as m professor at the 
University of Berlin and also became the director of Kaiser Wilhelm 
Institute of Physics. 

In 1921, he won Noble Prize for his paper explaining photoelectric 
effect. Einstein was Jewish when Hitler rose to power in Germany; he left 
Germany for the United States. In 1933, he took a position at the Institute at 
Princeton New Jersey. In 1939 Einstein sent a letter to President Roosevelt, 
the then American Presic ent pointing out the possibility of making an atomic 
bomb. As a result of this letter, Manhattan project was launched which led to 
the development of first atomic bomb that was exploded at Hiroshima in 
1945, Besides scientific research, Einstein also gave time to political and 
social causes Moreover, he was a strong supporter of Zionism a world wide 
movement originated in 19the century and supported the idea of developing 
a Jewish nation in Patestine. Einstein's theory of relativity gave him 
worldwide fame. His famous equation E=MC* predicated that energy could 
be converted into matter. 

Surprisingly, the most renowned scientist passed a simple life. He 
Wore clothes un- pressed used to sing and whistle in bathroom. Playing 
violin was his favorite hobby. 

Strangely, Einstein loathed what people love to have such as fame and name, 

wealth etc. His first marriage ended in divorce and remarried. He had two 

sons. He died in Princeton in 1955. With him was closed a glorious chapter

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necessarily include violence it is important to recognize that violent words 
and deeds, are no means always or necessarily melodramatic. King Lear's 
curse upon his daughter goneril is yiolent and theatrically effective , but not 
melodramatic , because it is what a man like King Lear would do in Lear’s 
situation so with goneril ,Othellos’Satan: murder of his beloved wife 
Desdemona and with most of the deeds of violence in Shakespeares 
tragedies. They are not dramatic , because they are the natural result of 
character and situation. Violence has always been there in tragedy. No great 
tragic writer has been afraid of violence, only it should not be theatrical, It 
should arise naturally out of character and situation, 

In the Jacobean age degenerates into melodrama, It now lacks in subtly and 
depth of characterization, and dramatist depends for its effects on the 
exploitation of crude physical horror. 


One act Play 

The one act play is a short play. It is like a short story. It may consist 
of one act and certain scenes. The one act play has one central idea, The 
following points about the one act play be noted 
| there is often quick action in the one act play 
2 the one act play creates a great deal of suspense in those, who read or see 
it. As we read or see it we wait for its result anxiously, and we take much 
interest in it. 
3 the events in one act play are often surprising and unexpected. We become 
emotional while seeing or reading one act play, because of this the end of 
one act play of this kind is often very Surprising 
4 the one act play can be a comedy ora tragedy or a melodrama. 


Below is the list of classical masterpieces of tragedies and comedies drama 
of English literature. Their everlasting impact always illuminates the English 
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much else in English comedy, especially Shakespeare's comedy. The rib- 
shaking hilarious laughter of Shakespeare may be irresponsible, but all the 
same it has been a perennial source of delight and amusement. It satisfies 
some deep and permanent need of human nature, the need to relax and forget 
the burden of life. To sum up, there are two views of comedy according to 
first view the function of comedy is neither to arouse the emotion nor to 
correct and reform. Its function is to provide lighthearted fun and the more 
hilarious the laughter the better. According to the second view the function 
of comedy is mainly ccrrection. This function is performed by laughing at 
vanity, affectation and other forms of deviation from the expected or normal. 
This is the classical or the French concept of comedy. The second kind of 
comedy the corrective comedy, is distinguished from satire by an absence of 
the wrath or indignation which characterizes the satirist, its laughter is 
thoughtful, but is impersonal in the comedy of Shakespeare there is often an 
intermingling of both these species. Much rib-shaking fun is entwined with 
thoughtful laughter 


Tragic Comedy 

A tragic comedy is play with double ending I-e the ending is happy 
for some characters and unhappy for other. Thus there is a mingling of 
comedy and tragedy. More over there is an infusion of the comic in what is 
essentially a tragedy and infusion tragic gloom in a comedy Aristotle 
condemned such mixture, because he felt such mixture spoils and weakens 
the tragic effect, in his views a tragedy should be tragic throughout, but 
Shakespeare proved that a tragic comedy is also a great work of art. 
“Merchant of Venice” is great play of Shakespeare. It ends unhappily for 
shylock and happily for Antonio, bassonio, Portia and other. simililarly in 
his tragedies he provides comic relief by bringing in the fool(clown) or 
some other comic character. The gravedigger’s scenes in “Hamlet” readily 
comes to mind in this connection. Ever since Shakespeare's masterpieces 
were written, the comperative merits and demerits of tragic- comedy were 
hotly debated. Dryden and Dr Johnson both strongly defended the form of 
drama for its meanness to life and nature and regarded it as one of the chief 
glories of the English stage. 


Melodrama 

Melodrama occurs when the play writer sacrifices truth to life in 
either character or event for the sake of theatrical effect. This sacrifice of 
truth often involves violence and in language or action. but it does not 
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catharsis of these (or such like) emotions. The action must be complete and 
in other ‘word, it must have a beginning, middle and an end. At all points 
aristotle emphases that the tragic action must be in accordance with laws of 
probability and necessity. The actor of tragedy must be of a certain 
magnitude 


Tragic hero 

The ideal tragic hero should be good but not too good or prefect, for 
the fall of a perfectly good man from happiness in to misery would be 
odious and repellent. The tragic hero, according to Aristotle must be a 
person, who occupies a position of lofty eminence in society . He must be a 
high placed and well-reputed individual, Shakespeare's tragic heroes are all 
eminent individuals. Modern drama however, has demonstrated the meanest 
individual can serve as tragic hero as well as the prince of royal. The theme 
of Shakespearean tragedy is the struggle between the good and evil, 
resulting in serious convulsion and disturbances, sorrows, suffering and 
finally death. Shakespearean tragedy is preeminently “the story of one 
person”. The hero or at most of two, the hero and the heroine. Hence we can 
call the Shakespearean tragedy as tale of suffering and his tragic hero has 
exceptional nature, but he inevitably, has some tragic flaws, which leads him 
to destruction and death. Poetic justice is not fact of life, so the Shakespeare 
the realist does not introduce it in his tragedies 


Comedy 

Comedies have been written since time immemorial. Among the 
ancient Aristophanes, plaunius, and Terence were great writer of comedy, 
whose comedies have been source of inspiration to subsequent performer of 
the art. Meander, molier, Marlow, Shakespeare and Ben Johnson were some 
modern writer of comedy but not much attention has been given to the art of 
comedy. Comedy has been treated as mere amusement”. it is purpose being 
generally considered as that of merely giving relief to tired minds. The 
general view has been that comedy provides laughter serves as sort of 
change from the serious pre occupation of life. According to Greek 
philosopher “comedy is representation of characters of a lower type worse 
than the average. By “worse” or “lower” Aristotle does not mean morally 
bad but only ridiculous. He then defines the ridiculous” as the species of 
ugly”. It is that species of the ugly, which does not cause any pain or harm to 
others. Rather it is productive of laughter. No doubt many forms of vanity, 
self love and affectation are covered up by this view of comic, but there is 
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3 Language: as regard the language of drama, plays may be written both in 
verse and prose. Christopher Marlow and Shakespeare used both blank verse 
and prose for their plays but the plays of john Galsworthy and Bernard 
SHAW’s drama are wholly in prose. How ever T.S. Eliot considers a prose 
drama something unnatural and artificial. 

4 Theme: since drama is an imitation of life, but what type of life it should 
imitate? Great art arises only when its theme (story) is noble and worthy of 
artistic treatment, hence the dramatist must deal with a noble and dignified 
action. As the drama is an objective art, the dramatist does not speak in his 
Own person, but he may express his views through the mouth of his 
character 


Kind(Form) Of Drama 


‘There are several form or kind of drama. Tragedy and comedy are 
two broad divisions. There is also a third one called tragic-comedy. Tragedy 
is further divided in to number of kind, as classical tragedy, romantic 
tragedy melodrama so on. Similarly there is romantic comedy classical 
comedy, comedy of humour due to length of subject; we briefly describe 
tragedy and comedy. 


Tragedy: Nature and Function 

The Greek concept of tragedy. In the “poetics” Aristotle's concept of 
tragedy has, had, a profound far reaching influence on the theory and 
practices of tragedy in England. Along with the senecan( a romantic 
dramatist in olden time) and medieval concept of tragedy. It went a long way 
toward shaping Shakespeare’s own view of it. The Greek concept of tragedy 
was different from the modern conception. Today we regard the tragedy as a 
story with an unhappy ending. But this was not the Greek, conception. In the 
Greek language the word tragedy means “a goat song ” and the word came 
to be used for plays, because of the practices of awarding goat to winners in 
‘a dramatic contest. Greek tragedies were very serious in tone but many of 
them had happy ending. 


Aristotle's definition of tragedy 

Its implication. Aristotle defines tragedy as “ the imitation of an 
action, serious, complete and of a certain magnitude, in a language 
beautified in difierent part with different kind of embellishment, through 
action, not narration, and through scenes of pity and fear, bringing about the 
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A Brief Study Of English Drama

“The world is a stage, and all men and women are merely players” 
The above-mentioned quote is Shakespearean saying, which I have quoted, 
but before discussing about it, first of all let us think about the drama, and 
that what is drama in itself? 

Drama like other forms of literature, imitates life but unlike other 
forms of literature, it imitates life through action, speech, and movement. It 
is designed for representation on the stage by actors, who act the parts of 
distributed character of its story and among whom narrative and the 
dialogues are with the stage condition, the skill of the actors and the taste of 
audience or the spectators (viewers) before whom it is to be staged. The 
structure of drama is determined by stage condition. So drama is a composite 
performing art, the origin of the drama in English begun with miracle and 
mystery plays. 


Drama: A Difficult Performing Art 

A drama, like novel, has plot, character, dialogue setting, and it also 
expresses an out look of life, but in the handling of these essential features 
the dramatic art is different from the art of novelist. Much greater skill and 
painstaking on the part of the dramatist is needed for successful drama than 
for a novel. For example a play is meant for a single hearing, so its plot 
cannot be as long and as crowded with events as that of a novel. 


The struction of Drat 
It has four parts. 

1 Action: the action of drama must move forward quickly without any 
digression of episodes to divert attention from the human action. A drama is 
generally divided in to five acts. 

2 Characterizations: in drama characterization is also a lasting and 
fundamental element in dramatic art. The drama or the play must not be over 
crowded with many characters a full length character study as in the case of 
novel is not possible for a drama.
